NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—(UP)— 
More than two billion dollars was 
added to the listed value of shares on 
the New York Stock Exchange today 
as stocks engaged in a display of 
strength reminiscent of the Coolidge 
bull market. Approximately 4,100,000 
shares changed hands in the heavy 
buying wave. 

Gains in leading stocks ranged from 
one to more than three points, with 
the more volatile issues scoring gains 
of 5 to nearly 20 points. Closing 


prices generally were around the highs 
of the session, levels which represented 
new high marks for the current year. 

Wall Street was taken off its feet 
by the sudden burst. of strength in 
various stocks, which started at the 
opening gong and continued with little 
interruption uftil the elose. -A strehg 
opening had been expected following 
the diaplay of strength at Saturday’s 
closing but few traders had looked for 
such a reversal of the recent trend. 

While much of the buying was at- 
tributed to active covering on the 
part of frantic shorts, considerable 
new buying on the part of the in- 
rvestment public was noted in many of 
the lower priced issues. Much of this 
demand has been held up pending es- 
tablishment of a definite trend in the 
market. 

The rise in the marekt was accom- 
panied by fireworks in numerous spec- 
ulative issues. Auburn Auto, which 
is known to harbor a large short in- 
terest, soared 18 3-4 points to a new 
high for the year at 174 1-2. This 
price compared with last year's low 
of 60 3-S and a low this year of 
101 1-2.

Sum Will Be Used To 
Operate Government

Fulton county has obtained a loan 
of $2,000,000 at a net cost of 3 1-2 
per cent for operation of the county 
government until taxes come in next 
fall, Walter C. Hendrix, chairman 
of the county commission, announced

‘The inter- 
est rate is the lowest obtained by the 
county since it began borrowing money 
under the legislative act authorizing 
such loans.

Probers Hear State Had 
12 Times Too Much in 
Bank of Tennessee.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 9.— 
(UP)—State banking department of- 
ficers continued testimony before the 
Tennessee financial investigating com- 
mittee today charging that the state 
had “12 times too much money on 
deposit” at the Bank of Tennessee 
when it closed and that loss of pub- 
lie funds in the closure resulted from 
unauthorized substitution of securities 
for the deposits. : 

H. B. Bratton, bank examiner, de- 
clared from the improvised witness 
stand in the lower house assembly 
room, that securities deposited «by 
Caldwell & Company to back up the 
state’s deposits in the subsidiary Bank 
of Tennessee were substituted for se- 
curities of less value “entirely with- 
out authorization” of the state bank- 
ing department. 

D. D. Robertson, superintendent of 
banks, had testified that securities 
had been ordered to protect more than 
$3,000,000 in state funds in the bank 
when Examiners Bratton and H. B. 
Clarke had found the bank in failing 
condition. 

Bratton further charged that the 
bank, which had a repurchase agree- 
ment with Caldwell & Company, had 
received physical delivery of the stocks 
demanded by the banking department, 
but examination after the bank closed,

STRANGE MURDER 
STIRS GLEVELAND 


Slaying of Former Coun- 
cilman on Eve of Trial 
Causes Furore. 


CLEVELAND, Feb. * 9.—(#)— 
Shaken to the bed rock by the myste- 
rious killing of former Councilman 
William E. Potter, Cleveland citizens 
clamored tonight for a solution and 
arrest of the killers. 

Every available city detective was 
put to work on the ease, with Police 


Chief Matowitz in personal command. 
Two suspects were arrested and 

numerous persons were questioned, but 

no proven explanation of the murder 

had been found since Potter’s body 

was found in an apartment ‘here last 

ee with a bullet hole through his 
ead. 

The outstanding theory on which 
the detectives’ were working was that 
Potter was siain to seal his lips 
against further testimony in Cleve- 
land’s notorious playground scandal 
which already has sent two prominent 
men to the penitentiary. 

Another theory was that Potter 
knew too much about some other 
money-making racket and was killed 
by gangsters who were afraid of him. 

Potter, himself, had faced trial three 
times in the playground case but each 
time was acquitted. He had. been 
scheduled for trial again today on a 
eharge of perjury in previous testi- 
mony. 

Former. Councilman Liston G. 
Schooley and his son, Liston, J?., are 
still in the penitentiary for their part 
in the playgrounds deal. Liston, Jr., 
was to have gone on parole tomorrow 
but the state board of clemency today 
postponed the action until June, be- 
cause of the Potter killing.

REMAINS IN DOUBT 


Secret Conference Pre- 
cedes Lifting of Court- 
Martial But “I n sid e” 
Still Unknown. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—(4)— 
Major General Smedley D. Butler 
would have faced a trial court, had 
it not been called off, upon the spe- 
cific charge of “conduct unbecoming 
an officer and a gentleman.” 

Publication of the 1,000-word list 
of charges and specifications against 
Butler came simultaneously today 
with an authoritative disclosure that 
the decision not to court-martial him 
was reached Saturday night after a 
series of s¢cret conferences with high 
Washington officials,  . ...

settled hours before the carefully con- 
eealed conference between Secretary 
Adams and General Butler at the de- 
serted navy department Sunday 


morning. 
. Severe Letter. 

The navy department announced 
late yesterday the court-martial had 
been called off, the charges with- 
drawn, and the outspoken marine rep- 
rimanded. ' Accompanying was a se- 
vere letter from Secretary Adams, 
and one of explanation and apology 
from Butler, both dated. Sunday. 


General Butler would have been 
tried next Monday in Philadelphia. 
He was ‘charged with public state- 
ments picturing Premier Mussolini, of 
Italy, as a hit-and-run driver who had 
not stopped after killing a child. 

In the list of formal charges 
against the spectacular marine gen- 
eral was one of “conduct to the 
prejudice of good order and disci- 
pline.” One of the specifications as- 
serted Butler’s Philadelphia remarks 
“were of a nature to give offense 
to the government of Italy, to bring 
the prime minister of a friendly gov- 
ernment into contempt and disrepute, 
and to embarrass the government of 
the United States in its foreign rela- 
tions . . . which conduct of the said 
Butler as aforesaid was wholly ir- 
regular, unofficerlike and prejudicial 
to good order and. discipline. 

Indifference Charged. 

In a second count it was alle ed 
Butler “exhibited culpable indifter- 
ence to his obligations as an officer 
and a gentleman by knowingly, wil- 
fully and publicly repeating and cir- 
culating the aforesaid hearsay and 
derogatory statements, which he, the 
said Butler, then and there well knew 
tended to villify, offend and insult 
the aforesaid Signor Mussolini, beth 
as ‘an individual and a prime min- 
ister.” . 

Butler’s now celebrated anti-Musso- 
lini speech already has brought forth 
a formal apology to the Italian gov- 
ernment. Ambassador De Martino, of 
Italy, today requested through the 
state department a copy of the corre- 
spondence between General Butler and 
Secretary Adams. This was forward- 
ed to him by the naval chief. 

Unknown to anyone but a_ few 
friends and officials, General Butler 
eame to the capital Saturday and 
lodged himself in the home of a friend 
in Georgetown. Meanwhile his coun- 
sel, Major Henry Leonard, was busily 
engaged in private conferences with a 
list of the highest officials. 

After the matter was settled Satur- 
day. night, arrangements were made

He was essentially a student 
and a teacher of history and strategy. 

The very extensive and intricate 
org:nization necessary to handle a 
modern army engaged in war beyond 
the seas was not easy to grasp. In- 
deed, the details were not entirely 
understood in our army itself, except 
by a limited number of officers 
charged with the functions of -direc- 


tion and co-ordination. 


There continued, to be considerable 
cause to find fault with the attitude 
and methc’ts of French bureau offi- 
cials. They had been repeatedly urged 
to turn ever certain docks anc fa- 
cilities for our exclusive use, and 
while some concessions had been made 
they were always made grudgingly 
and piece-meal, and we were never 
certain of more than temporary oc- 
cupancy, 

Under the circumstances I did not 
hestitate to call Prime Minister Clem- 
enceau’s attention to the remarks 
made in our house of representatives 
criticizing the French attitude toward 
affording us port accomodations. 
While this resulted in a somewhat 
more liberal policy, it did not remove 
the necessity for constant pressure 
and insistence on our part. 


There was often no real co-opera- 
tion among the subordinate French 
officials, who seemed to make little 
attempt to understand our problems. 
Among the higher officials it was 
only by dint of constant urging that 
we could get them to let us have the 
meager and insufficient facilities that 
we had to put up with. Im all our 
relations with them throtighout the 
service of supply, at the ports and in 
railway traffic, it was an ever-recur- 
ring matter of surprise to me how 
well our officers in direct daily con- 
tact with the many obstacles remained 
hopeful instead of becoming pessimis- 
tic as to the outcome. 

It must be said, however, that the 
French officers of the liaison group as 
individuals attached to various organi- 
zations were always found anxious to 
make things go smoothly, though Jin 
many instances they clung to the fio- 
tion that we shoujd adopt French 
ideas and methods. 

Apropos the experience of many of 
our officers, I recall that one of the 
most efficient on duty at a very im- 
portant port once said to me: 

“General, the trouble is that these 
subordinate French officials in imme- 
diate charge are either so hide-bound 
or else so conceited that it Would be 
as easy -to convince a Greek statue 
as to make one of them understand. 
How in the world it happens, sir, that 
we do so well, I do not see. 

“Here we have come 3,000 miles 
to help them and yet we are treated 
like mendicants on the street corner 
oy gg a tin cup for passing pen- 
nies. 

“T know. sir, that co-operation is 
necessary if we hope to win the war, 
but it requires an excessive effort on 
our part, with more failures than oth- 
erwise to our credit.” 

This was harsh comment, but there 
were times in the experience of most 
officers when it seemed to fit the case 
fairly well. 

As to wireless communications, the 
possibility of interference by the ene- 
my with our cables had caused some 
concern, and the projected radio sta- 
tion of Bordeaux was a precautionary 
measure to meet such a contingency. 
Very properly, it was a naval pro- 
posal and plan, as the navy system 
had charge of the transmission of our 
confidential messages and was espe- 
cially interested in those relating to 
the movements of transports. 

Although the navy undertook the 
construction of this station at once, 
it was not completed until after the 
Armistice and has since been turned 
oyer to the French as a link in’ their 
radio system. 


Crisis in ‘Aviation. 


In aviation development a crisis had 
been reached as to raw materials, es- 
pecially spruce and fir. Due to the

According to 
the inter-allied aviation Commission, 
of which General Foulois was the 
American member, there was not 
enough spruce and fir in France to 
keep the French factories going more 
than a month longer. when they would 
require something like a million feet, 
and the British and Italian factories 
were in about the same fix.

Among the last 10 were seven coast 
guards who were trapped by shifting 
ice as they went out from shore for 
the last boatload of marooned fisher- 
men. 

The official report of the coast 
guard showed that 50 men went adrift 
Saturday morning when a blizzard, 
driven by a 50-mile wind from’ the 
northeast, swept down upon the lake, 
snapping off the sections of ice on 


one were rescued by the coast guard, 
guided by airplanes chartered by local 
newspapers,. eight walked ashore as 
the floes touched shore for a moment, 
while still another landed™safely on 
the Canadian shore when veering wind 
swung the ice cake against the north- 
ern shore of the lake. 

Nineteen men and a nine-year-old 
boy, hungry, exhausted and on tue 
verge of freezing, spent more than 
30 hours on one icy floe, huddled 
about tiny fires of driftwood, chewing 
half-cooked fish, before they were lo- 
cated by airplane Sunday morning.

Health Talks

PLEASE ‘CUT. THIS *OUT, DON’T 
BOTHER ME BY ASKING 
WHAT TO DO FOR CRI. 

Honestly I do not believe it matters 
whether you stuff or starve it, wheth- 
er you drink a glass of water every 
hour or not at all, or whether you 
have a little fever or just a mild 
chilliness. I know that when I hare 
cri myself I pay little heed to those 
conventional rules laid down by the 
doctors and health authorities. Now 
I really like to get lots of letters from 
readers, and the more varied and dif- 
ficult the health problems or ques- 
tions readers submit the better I like 
it, but candidly it just gives me a 
pain... oh-oh, I forgot orders. Well, 
what I mean to imply as politely as 
possible is that here is the advice I 
offer any one who has the cri, and if 
my treatment does not satisfy you— 
tell your doctor. 

1, Be fair and call it cri (kree) 
and not ‘‘cold.”” Nobody knows what 
“eold” is. Cri is any of the common 
respiratory infections—you can be 
reasonably sure it.is some such ail- 


the proper label on it later when it 
develops into plain coryza, measles, 
meningitis or what have you. Mean- 
while your frankness in. confessing 
that you believe it is one or another 
respiratory infection gives your friends 
and associates a break. If you con- 
ceal the infectious character of, the 
trouble under the disarming name 
“slight cold” you are playing a dirty 
trick on all who may be compelled 
to come within your conversational 
spray range. 

2. It is your moral duty if not yet 
a requirement of law, to keep away 
from school, church, theater, shop, or 
public gatherings, to keep away from 
your friends, if any, and to keep: out 
of public conveyances when you have 
cri. If justice were done you should 
be thrown out of such places on your 
ear if you insist on your “right” to be 
there in spite of what you consider 
just a “cold.” 

. In your own home you must 
take particular pains to avoid giving 
your cri to others in the household. 
If any one must venture within your 
conversational spray range (which is 
up to five feet) you should don a 
suitable mask over nose and mouth—a 
screen to catch the moisture spray. 

4. These precautions all apply with 
greatest foree in the stage of onset 
or invasion, for it is then that most 
of the recognized respiratory infec- 
tions are most communicable. The 
greatest damage is done in most cases 
before the indisposition or illness de- 
velops sufficiently to demand treat- 
ment of any kind, 

5. Besides immediate and volun- 
tary isolation andthe disposal of all 
nose or throat secretions as though 
you knew the illness were diphtheria 
or scarlet fever or infantile paralysis, 
it 18 usually beneficial to have a hot 
bath, or better, if possible, a hot mus- 
tard foot bath in bed, and then re- 
main in bed for the day. 

G. It is usually advisable to have 
a free supply of fresh cool moist air 
to breathe, and npt to breathe over- 
heated antl excessively dried-out air. 
It is a mistake to breathe vitiated or 
warmed over air merely for the sake 
of external body warmth. Use hot 
water bottles and the like for that. 

7. If ache or pain or discomfort 
prevents sleep then one may resort to 
a dose or two of aspirin, but otherwise 
it is better to leave all medicines to 
the judgment of a physician. 

8 f you're young take all the 
cold water or fruit juice beverage you 
want, sweetened if you like. If you're 

1 better take your liquid hot, 

9. If you are at work or play as 
usual, don’t try fasting. If you re- 
main at rest or in bed skip at least a 
meal or fast for 24 hours, except frnit 
juice drinks. 

When hoarseness or cough is 
a Symptom this fool proof eough med- 


_icine is at least harmless. and, I be- 


lieve, beneficial in many instances: 
Steep a heaping teaspoonful of 
whole flaxseeds in a pint of water 
for half an hour. Strain and add 
one ounce of citrate of soda, one 
ounce of glycerin, the juice of a lemon 
and two or three drops of wintergreen 
or peppermint. Dose, for infant or 
child a teaspoonful every two hours: 
for adult a tablespoonful every one or 
two hours. Some sugar may be added 
for sweetening if desired. |

“Since advertising furnishe< the 
economic support for the service a 
station renders and makes it pos- 
sible,” he added, “it must necessar- 
ily be an exception to the rule.

HEALTH PARLEY 
TO OPEN TODAY 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—(4)— 
Fixing the policy with respect to 
medical supplies will be one of the 
important questions to be settled by 
the public health conference in Mem- 
phis, Tenn., tomorrow on expenditure 
of a $2,000,000 fund for rural sani- 
tation in drouth states. 

Before leaving Washington Surgeon 
General Cumming indicated this pol- 
icy probably would stress preventive 
measures. 4 

He said the public health policy 
must of necessity be concerned wit 
broader aspects of health, since to 
give a physician's services in spe- 
cific cases would require the expendi- 
ture of between $25,000,000 and $30,- 
000,000. 

The Memphis conference, he said, 
also would make detailed plans for 
assignment of public health officers 
and for development of an adequate 
program of public health nursing. 

Public health. officers of all 21 
drouth-affected states have been in- 
vited to the conference. At its con- 
clusion, the surgeon general expects 
to make a personal inspection in Ar- 
kansas. Kentucky and perhaps other 
states before returning to Washing- 
‘ton.

FRANCE MAY PROVOKE 
NAVAL BUILDING RACE 


BY WEBB MILLER. 

LONDON, Feb. 9.—(UP)—A Fran- 
co-Italian naval building race which, 
it is feared, eventually may endanger 
the effectiveness of the London naval 
treaty, may desult from the French 
construction program, which comes 
before the chamber of deputies for 


| approval this week. 


The principal object of the London 
pact, signed early last year by the 
United States, Great Britain’ and 
Japan—France and Italy abstained 
pending further negotiations—was to 
limit the naval construction programs 
of these three sea powers. However, 
it contains a clause under which ‘any 
One of the three signatories may no- 
tify the others that, in view of the 
naval developments of a non-signatory, 
it is constrained to,.build above the 
restrictions of the treaty. 

The French government plans to 
start construction on 41,000 tons of 
new warships forthwith—and _ the 
Italian government has held off a 
similar program pending actual de- 
velopments in Paris.. Their building 
truce ended the end of last year, and 
the race, it was feared, is on. Sub- 
sequent negotiations have failed and 
the Franco-ltalian naval deadlock ap- 
peared firther from solution, if any- 
thing, than at the end of the London 
conference, 

The French program includes a 
“mystery super-cruiser” designed to 
dominate Germany’s “pocket battle- || 
ship,” the Ersatz Preussen, the most 
powerful for its size in the world. 
Britain is watching the situation 
anxiously, because the French, aside 
from the super-cruiser, intend to devote 
the remainder of the new tonnage to 
\destroyers and submarines. 

VY. Alexander, first lord of the 
admiralty, indicated that England | 
thus would be impelled to consider an 
increase in destroyers to offset the | 
new French submarines under the so-' 
called “escalator clause,” aaacotien' 
above, 

The Navy League has started a} 
campaign seeking to stir public opinion 
against the Franco-Italian naval race. 
Alexander in the house of commons 
announced that Italy and France each 
had at present upwards of 100,000 
tons of warships under construction, 
while the British have only 46,000 
tons. The admiralty officials insist 
that they cannot submit inactively to 
the menace of continental naval pro- 
grams and they expect the labor gore 
ernment to concur.
